The residents of St. Clair township, 


Columbiana county, w ant the legisla­ 
ture to give them authority to issue 


bonds to improve the Calcutta road

boundary of Liverpool township. The 
thoroughfare is widely traversed and 
is almost im passable at certain per­ 
iods of the year.

Simple Methods toy Which They May 
Be Softened or Entirely Removed 
and What Yon Should Do to Guard 
Against Their Coming. 
Wrinkles are the handwriting of time 
on the human countenance. 
How’ 
much they give expression and char­ 
acter, as well as individuality, to it is 
shown when the photographer re­ 
touches the negative of a picture and 
w’lpes them out of existence. The re­ 
semblance to the individual is about 
the same as the dried specimen of a 
flower in the botanist’s herbarium is 
to the one which grows bright and vig­ 
orous-. full of life, in the meadow- or 
the forest. 
Wrinkles are telltales of 
life’s encounters. They accumulate in 
grief and in sorrow; they increase and 
grow ugly when the will loses its grip 
on the thoughts and the nerves run 
riot. 
Each can ascertain the cause of 
the wrinkles and interpret the ('mo­ 
tions which have made lines and cross 
lines upon his or lier own face by as­ 
suming the muscular contractions that 
have produced them. 
The principal wrinkles that mark the 
face are those that appear on the fore­ 
head, stretching across from one temple 
to. another, from two to five parallel 
lines or from one to three upright 
ones. 
These lines are reprehensible 
and unnecessary, the result of a per­ 
nicious habit of overuse of nerve 
force, an exaggeration of energy in 
thought and speech and accompanied 
by self conselousuess. They are usual­ 
ly formed early in life, and parents 
should by persistence prevent a child 
from acquiring the habit. The lines of 
latitude are less noble than those of 
longitude. 
The next* set of wrinkles in impor­ 
tance are those about the eyes. Those 
that are at the angles, the “crow’s 
feet,” are pleasant lines and come from 
wrinkling the skin in smiling or in 
laughter. In the olden time the teach­ 
ers of deportment and good looks warn­ 
ed their pupils against wrinkling the 
face in the display of hilarious emo­ 
tions because of these effects. 
The 


long lines and the wrinkling of the del­ 
icate tissues under the eyes are greater 
telltales than any other of exhaustion 
of vital forces and the ravages of time. 
But hardest of all to deal with are the 
wrinkles about the mouth. 
Few are conscious of the part played 
in the battle of life by the muscles of 
the mouth. They, aud not those ahol t 
the eyes, are called into action by el 
ery passing thought and emotion of be 
lug. If thoughts are pleasant, they re 
lax; if mournful, there is a downward 
droop: if energetic, they harden: if de­ 
termined. they compress the lips: if 
angry, they contract still more: if hu- 
morqus. they relax aud the mouth 
widens—the greater the merriment the 
wider the mouth—and the cheeks par­ 
ticipate in the pleasurable emotions, 
and the parentheses, the two long. semi­ 
circular wrinkles inclosing the lips, ap 
pear and deepen with age. 
The skin, responding to the muscular 
action underneath, becomes creased 
and wrinkled in fine or coarser lines, 
according to the display of muscular 
activity. 
The wrinkles which more 
surely than any others toll of the ac­ 
tion of time are those which run from 
tile ears around the base of the chin at 
its junction with the neck. They are 
not expressive of emotion; they arc 
made by the bending of the bead upon 
the neck. The wrinkles of the cheeks 
are not numerous, and they require 
strong agencies, such as sickness, grief 
and age, to bring them out. 
Some of 
these wrinkles are made by taking bad 
positions during sleep or crushing the 
cheek upon the pillow'. The soft, yield 
lug flesh is pushed upward, making 
deep creases under the eyes, at the cor­ 
ners and on the temples. 
To remove wrinkles; therefore, one 
must know their mechanism and their 
philosophy. 
In the first place, guard 
against a flabby and relaxed skin. This 
can be done by dashing upon the face 
either very hot water or very cold or 
alternating them and while doing this 
rubbing the skin with the balls of the 
fingers. 
Alcohol or cologne toughens 
the skin and keeps it smooth. It can 
be used with water, equal parts. It is 
seldom that the skin of the face is too 
dry, for the oily glands are especially 
active; but, in case it is, use instead of 
alcohol a cold cream or an unguent 
made of equal parts of white vaseline, 
glmond oil and lanolin^ to which may 


be added a few drops of violet"extract. 
Steaming the '/ace, massaging it and 
the use of electricity are all good to 
remove wrinkles. 
The end aimed at 
by the employment of all these means 
is to give elasticity and firmness to 
the skin, which enable it to resist the 
action of the underlying muscles. 
If deep wrinkles have come, such as 
the horizontal wrinkles of the fore­ 
head, they can be removed by mechan­ 
ical means. After painting them with 
an astringent, such as tannate of 
gylcerin, put them on a stretch be­ 
means of plaster, which will also be a 
means of reminding one not to wrinkle 
the forehead. 
Some persons have a 
facial skin which reminds one of a 
russet apple wdiich bas been kept a 
long 
time. 
These 
fine 
universal 
wrinkles are generally the result of a 
querulous and dissatisfied disposition. 
After all, the best cosmetic and tho 
most eificient preventive of these grav­ 
en lines of time is a buoyant and hap­ 
py disposition, a determination to make 
the best of life.—Harper’s Bazar.

Those 
that are at the angles, the “crow’s 
feet,” are pleasant lines and come from 
wrinkling the skin in smiling or in 
laughter, 
in the olden time the teach­ 
ers of deportm ent and good looks w arn­ 
ed their pupils against wrinkling the 
face in the display of hilarious emo­ 
tions because of these effects. 
The 


long lines and the wrinkling of the del­ 
icate tissues under the eyes are greater 
telltales than any other of exhaustion 
of vital forces and the ravages of time. 
But hardest of all to deal with are the 
wrinkles about the mouth. 
Few are conscious of the pnrt played 
in the battle of life by the muscles of 
the month. They, aud not those ahol t 
the eyes, are called Into action by el 
ery passing thought and emotion of be 
lug. 
If thoughts are pleasant, they re 
lax; if mournful, there is a downward 
droop: if energetic, they harden: if de 
term inod. they compress the lips: if 
angry, they contract still more: if hu- 
morqus. they relax aud the mouth 
widens—the greater the merriment tho 
wider the mouth—and the cheeks par­ 
ticipate in tho pleasurable emotions, 
and tho parentheses,the two long. semi­ 
circular wrinkles inclosing the lips, ap 
pear and deepen with age. 
The skin, responding to the muscular 
action underneath, becomes creased 
and wrinkled in fine or coarser lines, 
according to the display of muscular 
activity. 
The wrinkles which more 
surely than any others toll of the ac­ 
tion of time are those which run from 
tho ears around the base of tile chin at 
its junction with the neck. 
They are 
not expressive of emotion; they are 
made by the bending of tile head upon 
the neck. 
The wrinkles of Hie checks 
are not numerous, and they require 
strong agencies, such as sickuess, grief 
and age, to bring them out. 
Some of 
these wrinkles are made by taking bad 
positions during sleep or crushing the 
cheek upon the pillow. The soft, yield 
lug flesh is pushed upward, making 
deep creases under the eyes, at the cor­ 
ners and on the temples. 
To remove wrinkles, therefore, one 
must know their mechanism and their 
philosophy. 
In the first place, guard 
against a flabby and relaxed skin. This 
can be done by dashing upon the face 
either very hot w ater or very cold or 
alternating them and while doing this 
rubbing the skin with the balls of the 
Augers. 
Alcohol or cologne toughens 
the skin and keeps it smooth. 
It can 
tie used with water, equal parts. 
It Is 
seldom that the skin of the face is too 
dry, for the oily glands are especially 
active; but, in case it Is, use instead of 
alcohol a cold cream or an unguent 
made of equal parts of w hite vaseline, 
almond oil and lanolin, to which may 


be added a. few drops of violet”extract. 
Steaming th e'/ace, massaging it and 
the use of electricity are all good to 
remove wrinkles. 
The end aimed at 
by tho employment of all these means 
is to give elasticity and firmness to 
the skin, which enable it to resist the 
action of the underlying muscles. 
If deep wrinkles have come, such as 
the horizontal wrinkles of the fore­ 
head, they can be removed by mechan­ 
ical means. 
After painting them with 
an astringent, such as tannate of 
gy leer in, put them on a stretch by 
means of plaster, which will also bo a 
moans of reminding one not to wrinkle 
the forehead. 
Some persons have a 
facial skin which reminds one of a 
russet apple which has been kept a 
long 
time. 
These 
tine 
universal 
wrinkles are generally the result of a 
querulous aud dissatisfied disposition. 
After all, the best cosmetic and the 
most efficient preventive of these grav­ 
en lines of time is a buoyant aud hap­ 
py disposition, a determination to make 
the best of life.—H arper’s Bazar.

With them went Mrs. Lucy Soffel, 
wife of Jail Warden Peter K. Soffel, 
who made the flight possible. 
For 
the apprehension of the Biddles, dead 
or alive, $5,000 is offered. 
Two who 
opposed their leaving were hurt. 
The Biddles were confined in cells 
Nos. I and 2 in B section, which :s 
on the floor of the prison cell depart­ 
ment, on a level with the office of the 
jail. 
Three men were on night duly 
a t the jail. 
They were Night Clerk 
cousin of Police 


Many of the prisoners had beer, 
aroused by the first noise made in tho 
attack upon McGarey, and were filling 
the interior of the jail with shouts 
and cries. They could not attract any 
aid. 
It was probably 4:30 o’clock when 
the murderers had completed theii 
escape.. From that time until the dis 
covery of the escape, which was fully 
two hours afterward, the prisoner? 
inside the jail put in the time discus 
sing the escape from cell to cell, and 
at times raising all the noise they 
could in the hope that they would be 
heard.

Pittsburg, Jan. JI.—John and Ed­ 
ward Biddle, the m urderers of Grocer 
Thom as D. Kahney 
and 
Detective 
P atrick Fitzgerald, sawed the bars of 
their cells, overpowered and im pris­ 
oned all the guards at the county jail, 
made their way 
to 
the open air 
through the house of the warden and 
disappeared. 
With them w ent Mrs. Lucy Soffel, 
wife of Jail W arden Peter K. Soffel, 
who m ade the flight possible. 
For 
the apprehension of the Biddles, dead 
or alive, $5,000 is offered. 
Two who 
opposed their leaving were hurt. 
The Biddles were confined in cells 
Nos. I and 2 in B section, which :s 
on th e floor of the prison cell d ep art­ 
ment, on a level with the ofllce of the 
jail. 
T hree men w ere on night duty 
a t the jail. 
They were Night Clerk 
Jam es McGarey, a cousin of Police 
M agistrate David J. McGarey; Guard 
George Kosslow, formerly of the cor­ 
oner’s office, where he was a deputy 
coroner, and Charles 
D. 
Reynolds, 
who was a substitute, doing duty on 
W ednesday night. 
McGarey, the greater part of 
his 
time, was in the front office, the other 
two men being on duty in the cell de 
partm ent. 


John Biddie Said He W as Sick. 


John Biddle called to the guards-, 
th a t he was sick. 
McGarey went to 
the medicine chest and secured some 
medicine for the complaining 
pris­ 
oner and took it to him. 
He carried 
with him the keys of the jail. 
As soon as McGarey came up to 
the cells John and Edward sprang out 
and overpowered him, wresting the 
keys from him. 
They threw him over 
the railing which is around an op< rt 
ing above the tier of cells underneath 
the ones 
occupied by the Biddies. 
The distance is Hi feet. and judging 
from 
M cGarey’s 
injuries, he m ust 
have struck 
on 
his head. 
At tile 
, H om eopathic hospital if was said thai 
his skull was crushed and th at he i 
: otherw ise seriously injured. 
Hearing 
the scuffle, the two guards at once 
rushed to where the three men were 
i engaged. 
T hey did riot. succeed 
In 
* saving McGarey from going over De­ 
railing. 
Reynolds 
tackled 
Edward, 
who pulled a gun and shot him in tho 
right hip, after which he covered him 
! wih tthe revolver. Kosslow tried to se­ 
cure John Biddie, but several shots 
j were fired at him. 
The rem aining 
guard was marched at the muzzle cf 
a gun to the jail 
dungeon 
below. 
Reynolds, who was shot, 
was 
next 
placed in the dungeon with Kosslow, 
and McGarey was placed in a dungeon 
cell adjoining. 


Stopped 
Change Their Clothes. 


Then, ha^ ug the keys in their oos- 


session, toe Biddies w ent 
to 
th* 
guards* wardrobe and took suits of 
their clothes. 
They left one suit cd 
the prison uniform lying on the floor 
of tho office. 
Tho day force comes on a t 
0:30 
o'clock. 
About 
IO 
m inutes before 
th a t time Deputy W arden Jam es Mar­ 
shall and Guard Samuel Miller 
a r­ 
rived at the jail and saw a patrol 
wagon waiting to get into the jail ;o 
deposit some prisoners. 
The polio? 
men could not get in. and after un 
locking 
the 
outside 
door, Deputy 
Marshall and Miller w ent inside, only 
to find the iron barred door, which b 
at. all firms locked, ajar, and also the 
one leading to the reception room and 
the one leading to tne residence el 
W arden Peter K. Soffel. 
This latter 
I’oor b ad s through a hallway to the 
Itroet exit of the warden s residency 
the door of which was unlocked 
It is presumed th at the Biddles, af­ 
ter having secured the keys, cam e out 
through the office, locking tile cell 
departm ent door after them. 
Then, 
not knowing the keys for the outside 
doors, they chose the exit through 
the hallway as the best m eans of os 
capo, as it would a ttract as little at 
tentiou as possible. 


Prisoners Tried to Give Alarm. 


Many of the prisoners had 
been 
aroused by the first noise made in the 
attack upon McGarey, and were filling 
the interior of the jail with shouts 
and cries. 
They could not attract any 
aid. 
It was probably 4:30 o’clock when 
the m urderers had completed theii 
escape.. From th a t time until the dis 
covery of the escape, which was fully 
two hours afterward, the prisoners 
inside the jail put In the time discus 
sing the escape from cell to cell, and 
at tim es raising all the noise they 
could In the hope th a t they would be 
heard. 
T he fem ale prisoners made 
the m ost noise and kept it up longer. 
A few m inutes after 6 o’clock 
a 
patrol wagon from police station No. 
3 drove up to the entrance to the jail. 
It had te e n sent to convey several 
prisoners who w ere in the jail to the 
station house in order 
th a t 
they 
might 
be 
given a hearing on the 
trivial offenses with which they were 
charged. 
The jail hell was rung a 
number of times, but there was no 
L’ply. 
Saw Grated Door W as Ajar. 


In the heavy jail door there is a 
email window covered with an iron 
granting, and alter several of the of­ 
ficers had peered through this to see 
if any of the jailors w ere coming to 
open the grated door one of them de­ 
tected th a t the iron door stood an 
inch or so ajar. 
H e com m unicate! 
the discovery to the others and they 
tried to figure out w hat it could mean. 
Then they rang the tit-11 some more. 
In til is work they had been engaged 
for about 15 minutes, when 
Jam es 
.Marshall, tho deputy warden of the 
Jail, who goes on duty at G:3o o’clock, 
arrived from his home in Allegheny. 
He rang the bell and peered through 
the grating, on their telling him of 
their experiences. 
He realized there 
was? som ething wrong, and telling the 
police to remain, lie went to the w ar­ 
den’s residence and had him awak 
cued. 
They went to the jail and with 
police officers m ade an investigation. 
The patrol wagon was s^ut and more 
offic ers brought to the Jail. 
Each police officer and jail guard, 
of whom a num ber had arrived by 
that time, were arm ed with a repeal­ 
ing rifle. 
All the time th a t the preparations 
were going on loud noises could he 
heard coming from the cells tho pris­ 
oners m aking a big racket. 
Kosslow and Reynolds in the dun­ 
geons yelled louder than any of tho 
others for release. 
Nothing 
startling was found, all 
the cells being locked, with the pris­ 
oners inside, except the two which 
had contained the Biddle 
brothers. 
They were vacant. 


Imprisoned Guards Found. 
Reynolds and Kosslow were locat­ 
ed by shouts in. yie dungeons a n i 


were released. 
McGarey was still un­ 
conscious and was sent to the Hornet) 
pathie hospital. 
Reynolds went home, 
had his wound dressed and returned 
in th e afternoon. 
Mr. Soft el 
appears to have soon 
come to tho conclusion th a t his wife 
had som ething to do with it. 
One of 
his first cares was to inquire for her 
in his house and ho was told th a t she 
was absent. 
Mrs. Soffel had retired at 9 o ’clock, 
telling hoi 
husband she was going 
to visit a sister a t McDonald iii the 
m orning aud desired to get up early. 
She occupied a room separate from 
th a t of her husband, so that he had 
no m eans of knowing w hat tim e she 
had left the house when he discov­ 
ered that, she was a b s e n t 
As soon 
as he learned som e of the details of 
tho escape he telephoned to McDon­ 
ald and ascertained that she had not 
been there. 
H e became 
convinced 
silo was guilty. 
H e notified Judge Frazier, who is 
president o f the prison board, of what 
had taken place, and during the m orn­ 
ing as several m em bers of th at body 
went to the jail to learn details of 
the affair, he m et them and 
gave 
them all the information in his power. 
The county commissioners visited the 
jail and inspected the scene of the 
escape and its method, before issuing 
the offer of a reward for the capture 
of the mon who had escaped. 
They 
afterw ard offered a reward of $5,ODO, 
$2,500 for each, dead or alive. 
W arden Soffel was suspended, pend­ 
ing an investigation. 
Deputy W arden 
M arshall was placed In charge. 
Mrs. Soffel was the only person ad­ 
m itted to the jail to see the Biddles 
since last Sunday. 
Wednesday after­ 
noon she visited them during the w ar­ 
den's absence.

Wednesday is regarded as being the 
tim e when the bars wore sawed out 
of the cell doors, as an inspection of

Sawed Oyt Pieces of Bars. 


Pieces of four bars were sawed out 
of lh.- door of Edward Biddle’s ce.I 
at the bottom and three out of tho 
< ell of his brother. 
Soap was us< d 
to deaden the sound of the saws on 
the iron, and while the men work* <1 
Mrs. Soffel stood near them to dis­ 
tract any possible suspicion. 
Mrs. Soffel was the only person who 
was ever allowed to go near the Bid­ 
dies, except the keepers. 
Sh? obtain­ 
ed this permission by pretending lo 
her husband that she was inducing 
them to become religious and possi­ 
bly saving them from eternal punish­ 
m ent, after they should have paid 
the penalty of the law. 
Friends of the woman have 
do 
doubt th at was the way it Le gall, and 
entertain the charitable b lief th a t 
her mind was unhinged by a period 
of illness through which she recently 
passed. 
Still another charitable supposition 
th a t is entertained is th at 
Edw ard 
Biddle 
cunningly 
contrived to con­ 
vince her that he 
and his brother 
were both innocent of the Kahney 
fciurd.fr* and made her believe it was 


her duty to save them from paying 
tho death penally, no m atter a t what 
cost to others. 
Some two or three weeks ago Mrs. 
Soffel was tho victim of what was at 
the time denounced as an outrageous 
publication. 
A morning 
newspaper 
told of her frequent visits to tim- Bid­ 
dles and of presents of fruit and flow­ 
ers which silo made to them. 
This angered W arden Soffel. and 
believing th a t som e one In the jail 
was responsible for tho article, ho 
served notice upon his subordinates 
th a t his wife had his full confidence 
and that she was to be allowed to go 
and come am ong the prisoners 
as 
freely as she chose. 


Mrs. Soffel W ell Educated. 


Mrs. 
Soffel was formerly a Miss 
Deitrlch. 
She 
was a well-educated 
aud wellconnected woman. 
Her re- 
been 
most 
pleasant, 
until 
aho 
been of the m ost pleasant, until she 
became infatuated with Edw ard Bid­ 
die. 
Then she became secretive. 
On 
one occasion she was discovered ta k ­ 
ing fruit and other delicacies to tho 
Biddles. 
Infatuation is tho only possible ex­ 
planation of her aet. 
It is believed that she had arranged 
to meet the men at a point agreed 
upon. 
In tho opinion of tho detec­ 
tives tho men will not m eet lier. 
Her connection with the affair ex­ 
plains 
why 
tho 
Biddles 
walked 
through the jail residence instead of 
through the front door. 
It Is suspect­ 
ed that tho door may have been open­ 
ed for them, as it is not thought that 
the keys taken from the guard would 
open the doors through th e residence. 
Warden Peter K. Soffel, In discus­ 
sing the escape of the Biddles yester­ 
day, said: 
”1 believe my wife furnished tho 
weapons to the Biddles and assisted 
them to escape. 
This is an 
awful 
thing, but I am only telling the whole 
truth. 
My wife was not in bed when 
I was awakened this morning and I 
hav.- not seen her since. 
Sfio is gon? 
—God only knows where. 
I said I 
would lay everything bare and I am 
doing it. 
This Is the worst blow of 
all, but I believe it is true. 
I did not 
suspect her and hence was off my 
guard. 
But she Is gone and the su s­ 
picion of assisting in the delivery by 
furnishing weapons rests upon her.’’ 


Warden Broke Down and Wept. 


He broke down and wept 
when 
speaking of his wife’s actions. “Think 
of my children,” ho said, "their fu­ 
ture will he blighted. 
I would rather 
have died than come to this. 
To 
think that ray wife, the last person 
in the world whom I would suspect 
should act so.” 
Mr. Soffel has two 
girls, 15 arid 13 years of age, and two 
boys, IO and 7 years old. 
Beside the fact th a t Mrs. Soffel con­ 
spired with them to enable them to 
secure their liberty, 
the 
prisoners 
were favored in their plot to escapo 
by a number of circumstances. 
First, there was the fact that they 
had 
been 
reprieved 
by 
Governor 
Stone, hut for which they would have 
been hang/ d a week ago. 
N ext was 
the fact that the jail attendants do 
not (carry revolvers. 
Another circum stances th a t favor­ 
ed them was the practice of the night 
clerk of going inside the cell tiers 
carrying his keys. 
It Is exp ected that the escape will 
be followed by (Im* resignation 
if 
Warden Soffel, although he has the 
sympathy of the officials and of the 
entire community, and it is recognized 
that the treachery on tin- part of his 
wife was he last thing against whit ii 
he could have been expected to r a It ? 
any precautions. 


Both Desperate Criminals. 


John and Edward Biddie are two 
cf the m o st daring 
arid intelligent 
criminals w ith whom Hie police 
j: 
this city were ever railed upon to 
deal. 
For weeks they, with Walter 
Dorman, robbed houses in this city, 
sawing their way through doors with

There have been woven Into history 
many Interesting stories that time aud 
Investigation have proved myths, hut 
In spite of the effort* of the iconoclasts 
these mistakes of history still pas* 
current with many people. 
Probably one of the most affecting 
scenes connected with the making of 
literature Is that described In the oft 
repeated story of the blind poet Milton 
dictating “Paradise Lost” to his daugh­ 
ters. 
Dr. Johnson, however, has been 
quoted as denying It. Ile said, further­ 
more, that Milton never even permitted 
his daughters to learn to read uud 
write. 
. 
A favorite “piece” with western and 
•outbern schoolboys on recitation and 
exhibition days was a set of verses tell­ 
ing of the heroic stand of Leonidas and 
bi* brave “SOO” at Thermopyue. 
The 
Abbe Bartheletny, who asserted that 
be had Inquired minutely into the *ul>- 
ject. wrote that, according to Diodorus, 
Leonidas had 7,000 men under him and 
that Pa usa n las gave the number of Le­ 
onidas’ urmy as 12,000. 
Did Caesar say to the pilot: 
••^S’hy do you fear? You liavo C u?t>ar 
on board.’* 
Many trustw orthy historians declare 
th at Cwsar never used the wo ’ 
quoted. 
The inside of cigar box covers are 
sometimes ornamented with a picture 
of the Colossus of ll bodes, with ships 
'.n full sail passing between the out 
strttcbed legs of the gigantic statue 
These pictures reflect the popular and 
w hat for centuries was the historic*’ 
Idea of the Colossus, which was ac­ 
counted one of the seven wonders of 
the world 
It may be Interesting to 
know that all drawings of the status 
are purely Imaginary and, what is 
more, are modern, not ancient, efforts. 
The Colossus was erected In 305 B. C. 
The most trustw orthy of ancient ac­ 
counts of It is coutalued lu a manu­ 
script datiug about 150 B. O., In which 
the height of the statue Is given as 105 
feet Th* entrance to the harbor of 
Rhodes Is 350 feet across, so that ll 
w as manifestly Impossible that the legs 
of the Colossus should span the eu 
trance to the port or that ships should 
sail beneath It. 
As a m atter of fact the Colossus was 
not built across the harbor, but on an 
open space of ground near It; but, for 
all that, it was a wonderful statue. 
People whose sympathies are easily 
aroused have wept over the wrong* 
of Bellsarius, the conqueror of the 
Vaudals, 
who. 
many 
were taught, 
“begged bis bread at the city gates" 
after having commanded 
victorious 
arm ies aud been of much service to 
th* state. The good old general was 
unquestionably 
an 
unfortunate and 
much abused man. but there is no 
proof th at he begged his living at the 
city gates or elsewhere. Yet Van Dyke 
engraved him and David, the great 
Frenchman, painted him, uud trage­ 
dies 
ami 
romances 
were 
written 
around him In the belief that he did sit 
a t the city gates a forlorn ami discon­ 
solate object with palm outstretched 
for alius.

Governor E. D. Morgan's First Taste , 
ot Real Happiness. 
To the present generation the name 
of G overuor E. D. Morgan of New 
York is scarcely more than a dim 
echo from the pages of history, but 
there are men still living who remem­ 
ber him as one of tilt* group of great 
war governors whose firmness and 
courage served their country so mag­ 
nificently in her darkest bour. It was 
one wh > so remembered him who told 
this Incident: 
Governor Morgan was a very rich 
man, but until'he was seventy years 
old he never had given away any of 
bis wealth. Then one day he sent for 
his old friend, I >r. Adams, the presi­ 
de ut of Union Theological seminary, 
and tol l him that lie wished to give a 
large sum of money to the college. 
The doctor, almost incredulous at first, 
was soon convinced of the sincerity 
of the offer, aud a time was set at 
which he was to go aud get the bonds. 
Vt the appointed hour the doctor ap­ 
peared, and bonds to the value of more 
than $200,000 were put into his hands. 
The governor stood and watched until 
the doctor’s carriage was out of sight. 
Afterward he spoke of it to another 
friend. 
I am an old man,” he said. "I have 
had a successful life and done about 
all that I had planned to do, aud I sup­ 
posed that I had been happy.

In the forty-eighth chapter of Gene­ 
sis. however, we do find mention of a 
will, wherein Jacob bequeathed to his 
son Joseph twice as much as to his 
other children. 
This was not a testa­ 
ment in writing, but a verbal or nun­ 
cupative testament, declared by the 
testator "in extrem is” before witnesses 
and depending upon oral testimony. 
Such nuncupative testam ents were 
a t one tim* recognized in English law, 
but in the eighteenth century. Black­ 
stone says, they had fallen into disuse 
aud were hardly ever beard of.

SOME LEGAL FREAKS I TOLD IN EAST LIVERPOOL 


Dr. Arthur O. Keane of New York 
city is the champion figure skater of 
America. 
Ile lias defended the title 
Hiiccessfidly four consecutive years and 
bids fair to continue the monopoly. 
I lr. Keane in a recent talk gave a de­ 
scription of various figures in which 
he excels, and his opinions will doubt­ 
less lie very valuable to all persons in­ 
terested in the fascinating art of ice 
skimming. 
"In executing the crossfoot spin," 
says Dr. Keane, "I start with a double 
foot whirl. Then I make the familiar 
figure three on l»oth feet at the same 
time, crossing the feet. The spin is 
continued on the outer edge of both 
skates, the toes rigidly together. The 
arms are gradually lowered to give 
the speed. 
"Iii the crosscuts or anvils the bony 
J 
is often at sharp angles. The tops of 
the anvils are from eight to nine inches 
long. I start on the outside edge for­ 
ward. changing to a bac k stroke on the 
outside edge by suddenly bringing the 
balance foot forward. Change is next 
made to a forward stroke on the out­ 
side edge, and this Is brought across 
tIm* first by bringing the balance foot 
hack. 
"In the spread eagle the impetus is 
gained ou the first stroke. The body is 
held nearly erect, and the arms are 
kept at the side. The start is on the 
right foot with a plain stroke forward, 
the left foot following in line, with the 
toe turned out. The heels should be 
about nine inches apart. 
"The double Hat foot leaves on the 
Ice a disk whose diameter is about 


I half the length of the skates. 
The 
start may be made with either foot. I 
j will describe a start with the right 
foot. Coing on the fuller edge forward, 
I make the figure three aud bring the 
left foot alongside the one on the Ice, 
continuing the spin on the flat of the 
skates and gradually lowering the 
arms as in other figures.

Most people walking in tin* country 
must have noticed on numerous occa­ 
sions boards or placards punted up in 
woods, fields, etc., notifying in large 
letters thnt "trespassers will be prose­ 
cuted,” but* few are awarn that sud) 
notices are utterly useless and no one 
need feel the least alarm thereat, there 
being no such offense known In crim i­ 
nal law as such a trespass, and a per­ 
son could never lie prosecuted for such 
an offense. 
They are, In fact, in the 
words of that eminent jurist, Sir Fred­ 
erick Pollock, In Iii# well known work., 
“ Pollock on Tort** a "wooden false­ 
hood.” 
It 1h a common fallacy to Imagine 
that the crime of forgery consists in 
signing another’s name, though in fact 
committing forgery consists in making 
and tittering any false instrument in 
writing with attempt to defraud; tints 
It may be a forgery to omit a word 
from a document, and it will be a mat­ 
ter of considerable surprise to many to 
learn that It is possible for a person to 
forge bis or her own name. A person 
however, who fraudulently inserts an­ 
other's name on a picture, thereby sell­ 
ing It as the work of some other artist, 
Is not guilty of forgery, as a picture Is 
not an “ instrument In writing.” 
The crime of perjury also docs not 
quito “ fit in” with the generally ac­ 
cepted idea, which ’« that if a person, 
after being sworn on oath to speak tile 
truth, swears falsely, he Is guilty of 
such offense. This is correct with they 
Important qualification that the fact 
the witness has sworn to must he ma­ 
terial to tile case. Thus, lf » witness 
on being duly sworn gave a false ad­ 
dress on boing asked where he lived, 
this, though untrue, would not amount 
to perjury, ns tile place where tile wit­ 
ness lived would lie quite immaterial. 
That a person may be guilty of per­ 
jury though speaking the truth may 
seem a curious anomaly, but such nev­ 
ertheless is the fact, as the test of per­ 
jury is not whether a person Is speak­ 
ing what he believes to be the truth; 
so, lf a witness, ftr instance, on being 
asked, “ W hat colored tie was the pris­ 
oner wearing when you met him ?” re­ 
plied “ red,” when in fact he did not 
really notice, he would be guilty of 
perjury, even though the prisoner was 
in reality wearing a red tie w-hen the 
wUness met him. 
Numerous other instances of crimes 
which present similar curious points to 
the above might bo given, and. in pass­ 
ing, 
persons 
Inking out 
insurances 
against burglary might note that thits 
crime can only be committed between 
the hours of 9 p. in. and 0 a. rn.; that 
breaking into a house by means of an 
open door or window is not burglary, 
although entering a house by sliding 
down the chimney is. 
W e must not conclude tilts article 
without a short to fore nee to a compar­ 
atively recent case in which a man not 
possessing the means to pay entered a 
restaurant, where he ordered ami ate a 
g*Mj*1 dinner. 
As, however, lie was un 
able to pay for the same he \Vas given 
in charge and subsequently indicted 
for “ obtaining goods by false pre­ 
tenses.” The ease resulted «n the pris 
ouer s acquittal on the ground that lie 
had nut been guilty of any false pre­ 
tenses. 
This Individual therefore bad a good 
meal on the cheap, but we should not 
advise any enterprising .ender to emu­ 
late his example, as. although he could 
not indeed be prosecuted for obtaining 
goods by false pretenses, it seems that 
he will still be criminally liable under 
the bankruptcy act for obtaining credit 
bv fraudulent means.—London Tit-Bits.

The 
thoroughfare is widely traversed and 
is almost Impassable at certain per­ 
iods of the year. 
The feeling is gen­ 
eral in the township that the improve­ 
ment should be made and a petition 
asking authority to proceed In the 
matter, signed by a majority of 
the 
residents of the townships, has been 
forwarded 
to 
Representative Crist. 
The petition requests the passage 
of 
an act as follows: 
'That, whenever ten or more free­ 
holders of any township in Columbi­ 
an! county, ohio, petition the 
trus­ 
tees of said township for the grading 
and paving or macadamising of 
a 
certain piece of road in the township. 
it shall be 
the.duty of the trustees 
of said township to call 
a 
special 
election, und lf a majority of the votes 
cast carries, then the trustees of the 
township shall Issue bonds payable in 
from one to 20 years, to be optional 
With the trustees what time the bonds 
shall run; aalii bonds to be paid by 
a general levy against all tho town­ 
ship property in the township.” 
it is specified that the roads to be* 
improved niust not lie less than lo feet 
wide. 
Mr. Grist has sent the petition 
ers copies ot the general law author­ 
izing the Improvement of roads, but 
if it develops that its provisions do 
not meet the conditions obtaining in 
St. Clair township he will endeavor 
to secure the passage of a special act 
in conformity with the wishes of the 
residents of the township.

The

(cate tissues under the eyes are greater 
telltales than any other of exhaustion 
of vital forces and the ravages of time. 
But hardest of all to deal with are the 
wrinkles alsm t the mouth. 
Few are conscious of the part played 
In the battle of life by the muscles of 
the mouth. They. and not those a la n t 
the eyes, are called into action by et 
cry passing thought and emotion of be­ 
ing. 
lf thoughts arc pleasant, they re 
lax; if mournful, there is a dow nw ard 
droop: lf energetic, they harden: lf tie 
term I nod, they compress the Ups; lf 
angry, they contract still more; if hu­ 
morous, they relax and the mouth 
widens the greater tile m erriment tho 
wider the mouth and the checks par­ 
ticipate In the pleasurable emotions, 
and the parentheses, the two loug. semi­ 
circular wrinkles inclosing the lips. ap 
pear and deepen with age. 
The skin, respond I tig to the muscular 
action underneath, 
becomes cr ca his I 
and wrinkled in flue or coarser lines, 
according to the display of muscular 
activity. 
The wrinkles which more 
surely than any others tell of (lie ac­ 
tion of time are those which run from 
the ears around the bas*1 of the chin at 
its Ju act ion with the neck. 
They are 
not expressive of emotion; they are 
made by the bending of the head upon 
the neck. 
The wrinkles of the cheeks 
are not numerous, and they require 
strong agencies, sucli as sickness, grief 
ami age, to bring them out. 
Some of 
these wrinkles are made by taking bat! 
positions during sleep or crushing the 
cheek upon the pillow*. The soft, yield­ 
ing flesh Is pushed upward, making 
deep creases under the eyes, at the cor­ 
ners and ou the temples. 
To remove wrinkles, therefore, one 
must know their mechanism and their 
philosophy. 
In the first place, guard 
against a flabby and relaxed skin. This 
can be done by dashing upon the face 
either very hot w ater or very cold or 
alternating them aud while doing this 
nibbing tile skin with the balls of the 
fingers. 
Alcohol or cologne toughens 
the skin and keeps it smooth. 
It can 
tie used with water, equal parts. 
It is 
seldom that the skin of the face is too 
dry. for the oily glands are especially 
active; but, in case it is, use iustead of 
alcohol a cold cream or an unguent 
made of equal parts of w hite vaseline, 
yliuood oil and lanolin, to which may 


be added a few' drops of violet extract. 
Steaming th e '/a c e , massaging It and 
the use of electricity are all good to 
remove wrinkles. 
T he end aimed at 
by the em ployment of all these means 
Is to give elasticity and firmness to 
tile skin. which enable it to resist the 
nctlou of tile underlying muscles. 
lf dee;) wrinkles have come, such a* 
the horizontal wrinkles of the fore­ 
head, they can la* removed by mechan­ 
ical means. 
After painting them with 
an 
astringent, 
such 
as 
tannate of 
gylcerln, put them en a stretch by 
means of plaster, which will also be a 
means of reminding one not to wrinkle 
the forehead. 
Some persons have a 
facial skin which reminds oue of a 
russet apple which has been kept a 
long 
time. 
These 
flue 
universal 
wrinkles are generally the result of a 
querulous aud dissatisfied disposition. 
After nil, the best cosmetic and the 
most eificient preventive of these grav­ 
e s lines of time is a buoyant aud hap­ 
py disposition, a determ ination to make 
the best of life.—H arper’s Bazar.

write. 
A favorite “ piece” with western and 
southern schoolboys on recitation and 
exhibition days was a set of verses tell­ 
ing of the heroic stand of Leonidas aint 
bis brava **BOO’: at Thermopyhe.

These picture** reflect the popular and 
what for centuries was the historical 
Idea of tile Colossus, which was ac­ 
counted one of the seven wonders of 
the world. 
It may la* Interesting to 
know thai a1) drawings of the statu# 
are purely Imaginary and, what is 
more, are modern, uot ancient, efforts. 
The Colossus was erected In 305 It. C. 
Tilt* most trustworthy of ancient ac­ 
counts of It Is contained lu a manu­ 
script (luting about 150 H. C., rn which 
the height of the statue is given as 105 
feet 
Tile entrance to Hie harbor of 
Rhodes is 350 feet ucross, so that it 
was manifestly Impossible that the legs 
of the Colossus should span the en 
trance to the port or that ships should 
mill beneath it. 
As a matter of fact the Colossus wan 
not built across the harbor, hut on an 
open space of ground near It; but, for 
all tlint, It was a wonderful statue. 
People whose sympathies are easily 
ufousod have wept over tile wrong* 
of Bellsnrlus. the conqueror of the

A person 
however, who fraudulently inserts no. I 
other s nam e on a picture, thereby sell­ 
ing it as the work of some other artist, 
is not guilty of forgery, as a picture is 
not an “instrum ent iu writing.” 
The crime of perjury also dors not 
quite “fit in” with Hie generally ac- I 
eepted idea, which « th a t if a person, 
after tieing sworn on oath to spesk the 
truth, sw ears falsely, he is guilty of 
■urb offense. This is correct with tins 
Im portant qualification th a t Hie fact 
flu* w itness has sworn to m ust be m a ­ 
terial to the case. Tims, if s witness 
on being duly sworn gave a false a d ­ 
dress on being nak<*d w here he lived, 
this, though untrue, would not amount 
to perjury, as the place w here the wit­ 
n ess lived would be quite Immaterial. 
T h at a person may be guilty of per­ 
jury though speaking the tru th may 
seem a curious anomaly, l»ut such nev- .
